MRS. MARY M. ROGERS'S EXECUTION

Wont to tho Gallows Unassisted and Perfectly Calm Asked

Sheriff Kiniry to Give Glassos to Her Sister

THE DROP FELL AT 1.13 AND

No Truth in tho Report that

WorkLeft a Note to

Mrs., Mary Rogers paid on the gallows
at Windsor Friday afternoon the cxtremo
pcnnlty of tho law for tho murder of her
husband, Marcus Rogers, at Bennington
the night of August 12, 1902.

All of the events leading up to tho hour
of the execution, Including Gov. Bell's
final refusal, nt tho request of Mrs.
Rogers's nttorneys, to grant another re-
prieve, woro recorded In Tho Phoenix last
week, and tho announcement concerning
the execution Itself appeared In all edi-

tions of this paper Issued after 1.45.
Tho drop fell at 1.13 and the woman was

pronounced dead nt 1.27 & o'clock.
The execution was without Incident un-

usual In such sombro scenes save for the
fact that tho victim was a woman and
that tho appearance of pitiful helpless-
ness, hopelessness, nnd despair, always
characteristic of tho poor wretch that
figures as principal in the tragedy, was In
this Instance Inexpressibly Intensified as
strong men hurried this weak and falter-
ing woman to her death.

This was the first execution In the state
In 14 years and Mrs. Rogers was tho third
woman to bo hanged In the history ot Ver-
mont.

About 10.30 o'clock Friday forenoon
Mrs. Rogers dressed herself with care
In tho clothes she was to wear on' the
scaffold and went down to the sitting
room to await tho call to her death.
She had arrayed herself In a plain black
dress, turnover collar, ami wore some
Jewelry, asking that sho might be burled
In tho garments she wore. The death
warrant was not read ngnln ns It was con-
sidered

thnt the reading Inst February

was sufficient.
Before leaving her cell for the execution

Father C. C. Delany, ns the spiritual ad
viser of Mrs. Rogers, recited prayers for
the dying.

At 1.00 o'clock Deputy Sheriffs
A. Spafford of White Itlver Junc-

tion, J. II. Kiniry of Windsor, P. C. Tlnk-ha- m

of Rochester, and Henry A. Bond of
Chester, entered tho room to escort her to
tho scaffold. Tho condemned woman went
to tho scaffold with great composure. The
only remark sho made on the way was
to hand her glasses to Deputy Sheriff
Kiniry, asking him to send them to her
sister.

Awaiting the party, on tho scaffold, were
Deputy Sheriffs Angus MncAuloy of Wil
der, E. A. Thomas of Woodstock and
James McDermott of Tyson. Deputies
Kiniry and McDermott tied the woman's
hands in front and tied strips around her
legs outside of her dress. She was then
led to the trap at 1.10H o'clock.' A large
black sack lying open on the trap was
quickly brought up about her body nnd
tightened around her neck. When asked
If she had any final statement to make
she shook her head. Her behavior on tho
scaffold was calm and collected, although
sho was palo. Her eyes were closed, and
occasionally sho moistened her Hps. At 1.12
o'clock Deputy Sheriff Spafford adjusted
the noose, In another minute the black cap
was arnwn over ner head, and at 1.13
o'clock Deputy Sheriff MacAuley sprung
tho trap. The woman fell six feet and her
neck was broken. For two or three mln
utes after the fall a few convulsive.
twitches were noticed and then tho body
nung rigmiy at the end or tho rope.

At 1.2714 o'clock Drs. Dean Richmond
tho prison physician, and O. W. Daley of
White River Junction, pronounced her
dead.

Under the provisions of tho statutes
Sheriff Henry H. Peck, of Hartford, was

lo executioner. As a matter of
fact, however, owing to the sheriff's recent
severe Illness, he did not take any part
whatever In the hanging Itself, but was
present In tho prison and guarded the
aoor to the execution room.

Among tho witnesses at tho foot of tha
scaffold were the 12 legal witnesses, the
pnysicians, me deputy sheriffs, the rjrlson
officials, Charles A. McCarthy, counsel for
Mrs. Rogers, and the military guard. Tho
statute requires that 12 persons shall bepresent at tho execution to witness nndcertify that the sentence of tho law has
ueen amy carried out.

As soon as tho body wns cut down It
was placed In the coffin nnd removed from
the scene and the prison employes at
unco oegan to taKo down tho gallows.
